Here Is How Proposed New 
Taxes Hit Ordinary Man 
Senator Paul C. Jones 
O n Governor’s Contest 
Washington, April 17.—Revenue 
experts today foresaw heavy new 
tax burdens for the ordinary man 
as a result- of the plan to raise 
$3,500,000,000 additional

next year.

equivalent to about $26.50 for ev­ 
ery man. woman and child in the 
country, and the overall federal 
tax bill of $12,667,000,000 would 
be equivalent to nearly $96 per 
person. 
Although much heavier 
taxes 
were indicated for 
corporations 
and wealthy individuals, the size 
of the proposed increase convinced 
experts that the average person 


also would have to pay

share. 
Increases in income taxes would 
apply to 1941 incomes, while in­ 
creases in excise levies, such as 
those on liquor, gasoline and to­ 
bacco, would apply to purchases 
made after enactm ent of the new j 
tax measure. 
There w’as some talk of a gen­ 
eral sales tax, but without such 
a levy, it was believed that hun­ 
dreds of items untaxed by the 
Federal Government 
at 
present 
would be reached under the new 
program. Soda pop was mentioned 
as a possible example.

that “an ideal thing would be for
